THE DAILY NEWS’ OWES

TTS READERS A REPLY 


The New York Daily News wept hysterically yesterday, 
and loudly called on big-brother Martin Dies to try to 
close down the Daily Worker by “investigation of rumors” 
that we get “Moscow gold.” This threat was the only 
answer it could find to the direct charge made by the Daily 
Worker that in its Tuesday editorial the Daily News was 
deliberately spreading the propaganda of anti-Semitism as 
part of its war propaganda for the Hitler-Mussolini alliance 
in Europe. 

We repeat that charge. We offer new evidence right 
out of the columns of the Daily News itself to prove it. 

* * * 

If the Daily News is not spreading the poison of anti- 
Semitism, then why did its editorial of Tuesday justify the 
Hitler-Mussolini aggressions by sneeringly referring to 
all opponents of Hitler as “the Jewish group”? Why did it 
cast a vile slander upon the Jewish people of England by 
nastily insinuating that they offer their daughters to “bent 
or busted British aristocrats who have found it feasible to 
get ancestral halls repaired by marrying heiresses to Jew- 
ish fortunes.” (February 12, 1939). What a clever cover- 
up for the aristocrats of the Cliveden Set, the real war 
party of England. 

If the Daily News is not acting as a salesman for the 
un-American bigotries of Hitlerism, then why did it com- 
mit the crime of referring to the “racial faults of the Old 
World Jews” as @ly justification of the Nazi pogroms? 
(Feb. 16). 


On December 15, the Daily News printed fully 11 
columns of anti-Semitic ravings from the writings of the 
Silver Shirt fascist leader, William Pelley Dudley. When 
it received protests from its readers, the Daily News found 
an amazing answer: 

“The Bill of Rights does not mean that Americans 
are forbidden to dislike other Americans on religious or 
other grounds. Plenty of people are just now exercising 
their right to dislike the Jews.” (December 16, 1938). 

Is not this the height of anti-Semitic cynicism? To 
pretend that it is the basic tradition of American democ- 
racy that racial bigotry has the “right” to poison our civic 
life and spread civil disorder?

Throughout the terrible Nazi pogroms which shocked 
humanity, the Daily News acted quite brazenly as apologist 
for the pro-Hitler forces. It tried every method to protect 
the Nazis from the indignation of the American people. 
„We do not . . . believe it will do any good to send an offi- 
cial protest... (November 14.) It warned that to protest

But why is the Daily News using anti-Semitic propa- 
ganda? Its anti-Semitism is the logical result of its for- 
eign policy. This policy, since the days of the Munich 
treachery, has been for cooperation with Hitler, for the 
“appeasement” of the fascist war powers, the Berlin-Rome- 
Tokio alliance. 


It is not only eager to provide a smooth path for the 
Hitler-Mussolini aggressions in Europe; it is ready to 
weaken the national safety of the United States by hand- 


ing the Philippines to Japan, Hitler’s partner in the Pacific 
Ocean: 

“We should take no measures to defend the Philip- 
pines,” it stated bluntly (January 30, 1939). This indicates 
the extremity to which it is willing to go in strengthening 
the aggressors against America. 

On Tuesday, this week, the Daily News tipped its hand: 


“Let’s go into it (that is, a world war) only at long 
last when the other nations have used up their strength 
on one another.” 


But why “go into it” at all? Why not work now to 
prevent it? This unmasks what is behind the vaunted 
“isolation” stand of the Daily News; its “isolation” is 
aimed at absolving it from halting the advance of fas- 
e@iet aggression now, while it jockeys for a WAR posi- 
tion in the near future. On what side will the News 
“go in”? Will it not go in, obviously, on the side of the 
Fascist Hitler-Mussolini alliance it favors right now? 
Why does it favor the “appeasement” policy now if it 
confidently expects to “go in” later? Is this not a con- 
fession that its “isolation” and “appeasement” are not 
expected to stop war, but to speed it up in a direction 
favorable to the worst reaction? 


No. We repeat: The Daily News is stabbing Amer- 
ican security in the back behind an anti-Semitic barrage 
which covers its pro-Munich war program. Anti-Semi- 
tism is always the weapon of the war mongers. The 
Daily News is no different.

BISMARCK, N. D., Feb. 17. — The North Dakota 
State House of Representatives last week adopted with- 
out debate a resolution memorializing “Congress and 
the President of the United States to take immediate 
steps in lifting the present unjust and unfair embargo” 
on the Spanish Republic. 

The resolution, which had the backing of Governor 
Moss, declared that American aid to Loyalist Spain would 
aid defense of democracy against the fascist aggressors 
and would benefit American agriculture.

Somervell Says $144,440,458 Went for Wages; 
Praises Highly Education Projects; Cites Aid 
To Vast Americanization Program 


The Works Progress Administration spent $174,715,- 
644.98 in New York City during 1988, final figures for the 
year announced yesterday by Lieut.-Col. Brehon B. Somer- 
vell, N. V. WPA administrator, showed, 

Of this sum $144,440,458.38 went for wages. Other ex- 


penses, including materials and 


rental of equipment which aided 
many local industries amounted to 
$30,275,186.60, the report showed. 

The average monthly payroll 
amounted to $12,036,704.87, Colonel 
Somervell said. 

The number on the payroll ranged 
from the low of 130,750 early last 
year, to a high of 175,487 last No- 
vember. Since that time there has 
been a decline to 165,325, the pres- 
ent figure. 

Uniess President Roosevelt's re- 
quest for $150,000,000 WPA defici- 
ency is approved, New York rolls, it 
was estimated, would be cut by 90. 
000, to less than half the present 
payroll, between April 1 and June 
30. 

This will take from New York City 
approximately $7,000,000 a month 
during that period. 

PRAISES EDUCATION PROJECTS 

Col. Somervell praised highly the 
results of the WPA education pro- 
gram: 

“Last months figures for the 
WPA-Adult Education Project of 
the Board of Education show the 
rapid advance we have made in 
popularizing learning for those who 
were not educated in their youth,” 
he said. “The January report quotes 
a total of 2,765 WPA workers, the 
large mejority of them teachers, 
giving instruction to 144,320 grown- 
up persons. Of these 10,003 were 
enrolled in classes, and the remain- 
ing 43,317 listened to radio broad- 
casts, attended lectures and partici- 
pated in forums. 

“The largest single group, 36,014 
individuals, was attracted by Public 
Affairs Education. Second numeri- 
cally, but perhaps much more im- 
portant, were the classes in Voca- 
tional Education regularly attended 
by. 29,686 men and women, with an 
additional 701 studying outside of 
classes.

tended to stamp out illiteracy, is 
elementary education. This is a 2 
of the nationwide y and na- 
turalization program, it showed 
for January a registration of 23,836 
in classes, with 5,486 learning by 
other methods.

A memorandum covering condi-

The union announced that pend- 
ing completed negotiations, the 
company’s chairman of the board 
of design, Richmond H. Shreve, 
signed a memorandum on the 
draftsmen's working conditions. 

The majority of draftsmen have 
received weekly wage increases of 
more than $5 the union said.

The memorandum also provides 
time-and-a-half for overtime, the 
40-hour week, double time for work 
on Sundays and holidays, vaca- 
tions; lay-off notice and seniority. 

The union was certified as rep-

Philip Salaf, field representative 
of the union, said that his organi- 
zation has been “instrumental in 
obtaining the provision for pre- 
vailing rate of pay for technical 
housing personnel in the United 
States Housing Act.”

On Advice to Civil Service Employes 
To Join Non-Labor Association 


The State Board of Standards and Appeals was con- 
demned yesterday for attacking the right of civil service 


employes to orgnize and for recommending certain civil ser- 


ranted and gratuitous remarks 
made by the State Board of Stand- 
ards and appeals in attacking the 
right of civil service employes to or- 
ganize and the questionable right 
of this state agency to recommend 
civil service groups which amply 
protect employes.” 

The union, through Henry W. 
Wenning, president of the New 
York district of the CIO union, 
urged Governor to “censure the 
Board -for plainly biased and un- 
democratic remarks against the 
right of civil service employes to 
join an organization of their own 
choosing.” 

SEE PRINCIPLE AT STAKE 


The Board made its remarks in 
denying an application for papers 
of incorporation to a group of New 
York City park employes, describ- 
ing itself as a union. A union does 
not need incorporation papers or a 
license in the state. 

The CIO organization, pointing 
out that it is “not interested in the 
merits of the case,” said it is “deep- 
iy concerned with the gratuitous 
statement made by the Board in 
recommending specifically two othér 
organizations that, according to the 
Board, ‘fit the bill in amply protect- 
ing’ civil service workers.” 

The Board is said to have recom- 
mended the Civil Service Forum 
and the State Service Employes 
Association, neither of them labor 
organizations. 

The CIO union pointed to its 
achievements in organizing 12,000 
city and state employes in the 
Metropolitan area, adjusting 5,000 
grievances through conferences and 
gaining vacations with pay and civil 
service status for certain employes.

Hitler Tries to Bully 
The Vatican 


It is a menacing omen to all Catholics 
when Hitler’s representative at the Vatican 
tries to dictate who the next Pope shall be. 

Ever since Pope Pius XI died, Mussolini 
and Hitler, as part of their persecution of 
Catholics under the heel of the fascist dicta- 
torships, have been exerting ugly pressure to 
terrorize the College of Cardinals into sub- 
mission. 

Every Catholic who read the news must 
have been alarmed at the danger when he 
saw this headline in the New York Times on 
Friday: 

“German Envoy Urges Cardinals to Elect 
Pope Favoring Fascists.” 

Mussolini’s son-in-law, Italian foreign 
minister, Count Galazzeo Ciano, had even 
sought to limit the choice of the next Pontiff 
between two Cardinals. Hitler’s personally- 
owned Voelkischer Beobachter was reported 
by the Berlin correspondent of the Chicago 
Daily News, Wallace B. Deuel, to have called 
upon the Cardinals “to elect a new Pope who 
will be more acceptable to the Nazis and 
Fascism than Pepe Pius XI was.” : 

Taking advantage of his role as dean of 
the diplomatic corps at the Vatican, Hitler’s 
envoy, Dr. Carl Ludwig Diego von Bergen, 
went so far as to demand that the new Pope 
submit to the “elaboration of a new (fascist) 
world.” 


Replying with the amenities of the occa- 
sion, Genaro Cardinal Granti Pignatelli di 
Belmonte, in the name of the Sacred College, 
angrily ignored the Nazi insult and menace 
to the Church of Rome. 


Here is INTERFERENCE with a perilous 
vengeance. When the world evinces concern 
over the persecution of Catholics in Germany, 
or is aroused by the torment of the Jewish 
people and the savage torture in the Nazi 
concentration camps, Hitler arrogantly de- 
clares it is “nobody’s business”; that human- 
ity has no right to “interfere.” 


But what is being done in Germany is a 
part of the internal meddling of fascism in 
all of the democracies and in the traditional 
rites of the Vatican, in an effort to dominate 
the world and bring destruction on mankind. 

By trying to dictate who the next Pope 
shall be the Nazis are seeking to subortlinate 
the rights of Catholics to the murderous 
needs of the fascist monsters. 


The Catholic peoples have good reason to 
be resentful and vigilant. 


Women’s Rights 
At Stake 


»The hue and cry which is being blown 
up against President Roosevelt’s naming of 
Miss Mary Winslow to the Inter-American 
Commission of Women, is a part of the whole 
Tory drive against progressive New Deal 
appointments. 

Several years ago this Commission was 
set up informally at an inter-American con- 
ference in Havana. Its purpose was to study 
the legal status of women in the Western 
Hemisphere with a view to improving their 
conditions and promoting their rights. At 
the recent Lima Conference, this Commission 
was made an autonomous body and all Amer- 
ican governments were urged to make official 
designations. The Winslow appointment re- 
sulted. 

Now the reactionaries are yelling their 
heads off with the usual anti-New Deal cam- 
paign. The campaign takes the form of tout- 
ing Miss Doris Stevens, a member of the 
Commission, to the skies. Though she never 
received a Presidential appointment and was 


as informally included on the Commission as 


the Commission was informally set up, the 
Tories have found that she has a sacred 
claim for the designation. The reason is 
obvious. 


Miss Stevens is thoroughly reactionary. 
She is a former president of the National 
Women's Party, which is controlled by a 
bunch of coupon-clipping Park Avenue ma- 
dames and their Tory husbands. This is still 
her bunch. At the last Congress this party 
introduced a so-called “equal rights“ amend- 
ment, which sounds harmless, but which in 
effect would wipe out all protective and so- 
cial legislation for working women. 


It has been introduced again this year by 
no less enemies of New Deal social legisla- 
tion than Sen. Burke of Nebraska and Rep. 
Ludlow, a leader in the fight to cut the WPA 
appropriation.

As 
a rule these ulcers start low down, 
just above the rectum and then 
more and more ulcers form higher 
-up until the entire large intestine 
is involved. This causes the pa- 
tient to have loose bowel move- 
ments containing pus and blood. 

The cause of this condition 1s 
not known, which makes direct 
treatment difficult. There are, how- 
ever, various conditions which ap- 
parently keep the disease going 
once it has started. It may be that 
a combination of several factors 
are responsible. 

First, infection is started by any 
of a fairly large group of germs 
which cause diseases of the in- 
testme, such as the germs of dy- 
sentery. Secondary infection by 
bacteria, which are always present 
in the large intestine but which do 
not attack healthy tissue, may keep 
the colitis alive. 

Second, it seems that some pa- 
tients are sensitive to certain foods. 
Removal of the offending foods 
seems to help these patients con- 
quer their mess. 

Third, the disease produces a 
lack of vitamins and other food 
elements because the diseased in- 
testine cannot absorb them. This 
also helps prolong the colitis. 

As with any condition of long 
duration, such as arthritis, there 
are periods in which there are no 
symptoms, followed by periods in 
which the patient is quite ill. This 
prevents adequate judgment as to 
the efficiency of any particular 
type of treatment, since the treat- 
ment might have been started just 
before a period in which the ‘pa- 
tient was going to be symptom-free 
anyway. Ethical doctors, therefore, 
are very careful before advocating 
one type of treatment as a cure-all.

| Tience-of all doctors will enable us 
to conquer this ailment. 
| At present, long periods of ob- 
‘servation and expensive laboratory 
procedures are needed to diagnose 
all the factors mentioned above. A 
proper study and control may re- 
sult in an arrest of the disease. 
The term, “cure,” cannot be used 
as yet because the disease has not 
been followed adequately over & 
sufficiently long period of time. 
Surgery, consisting of removal of 


the diseased portion of the colon, 


has been advocated by some doc- 
tors. It apparently is most useful 
when only a small portion of the 
intestine is involved. Unfortunately,
